REMARKS 

The present application was filed on September 26, 2003 with claims 1-20. Claims 1-20 
remain pending. Claims 1,16 and 20 are the pending independent claims. 

In the outstanding Office Action dated December 14, 2004, the Examiner: (i) rejected 
claims 1-5, 10, 15 and 16under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 4,989,066 
(hereinafter "Sumi"); (ii) rejected claims 11-14 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sumi; (iii) rejected claims 6 and 9 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Sumi in view 
of U.S. Patent No. 6,559,524 (hereinafter "Seko"); (iv) rejected claim 8 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Sumi in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,121,690 (hereinafter "Yamada"); (v) 
rejected claim 20 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Sumi in view of U.S. Patent
